Weizman  will  ask  Shultz 
to  step  up  involvement

WASHINGTON.  - Visiting  Minis- 
.ter  without  Portfolio  Ezer  Weizman 
is  exported  today  to  continue  to  urge 
Secretary  of  State  George  Schultz  to 
intensify  his  personal  involvement  in 
the  effort  to  improve  Israeli- 
Egyptian  relations. 

Weizman  has  been  invited  to  re- 
turn to  the  State  Department  for  a 
second  round  of  talks  with  Shultz.

At  that  time,  Weizman  reportedly 
brought  tbe  Secretary  of  State  a 
message  from  Prime  Minister  Peres 
urging  Shultz  to  return  to  toe  Middle 
East  tf  some  sort  of  breakthrough  on 
resolving  toe  Taba  border  dispute  is 
achieved  in  toe  coining  days.  The 
State  Department’s  legal  adviser. 
Judge  Abraham  Sofaer  is  in  Israel 
for  the  latest  round  of  Israeli- 
Egyptian  calks  on  Taba. 

Weizman  and  Peres,  according  to 
authoritative  sources,  want  Shultz  to 
concentrate  on  Israeti-Egyptian  re- 
lations, at  least  for  the  tune  being. 
They  are  said  to  believe  that  an 
improvement  in  these  ties  would 
automatically  have  a positive  effect 
on  broader  Arab-Israeli  peace 
efforts,  and  especially  in  getting 
negotiations  with  Jordan  off  the 
ground. 

The  New  York  Times  yesterday 
quoted  U.S.  officials  as  saying  that 
Shultz  is  considering  a trip  to  toe 
Middle  East  if  Israel  and  Egypt  can 
work  out  an  agreement  on  submit- 
ting the  Taba  dispute  to  arbitration. 

Israeli  embassy  officials  in 
Washington  said  that  Eli  Rubin- 
stein, toe  number  two  diplomat  at 
the  Embassy,  would  accompany 
Weizman  to  toe  State  Department - 
and  not  koseune. 

They  said  that  Weizman’s  public 


criticism  of  Rosenne  has  made  it 
impossible  for  tbe  ambassador  to  go 
with  Weizman  to  today’s  meeting. 

- - There  was  a political  uproar  in 
Israel  when  it  became  known  that 
tbe  Prime  Minister's  office  bad  not 
informed  the  Foreign  Ministry  of 
Weizman’s  talks  with  Shultz.  As  a 
result.  Rosenne  was  placed  in  an 
embarrassing  position  by  noi  know- 
ing of  toe  meetings  until  after  they 
bad  occurred.  He  later  complained 
to  Weizman. 

Weizman  insisted  that  it  was  toe 
responsibility  of  the  Prime  Minis- 
ter’s Office  to  inform  toe  Foreign 
Ministry  of  his  Washington  talks. 

Tbe  fact  that  Peres  has  authorized 
a second  round  of  WeizmannSbultz 
talks  was  seen  .by  political  observers 
here  as  a victory  of  sorts  for  Weiz- 
man. He  is  known  to  be  anxious  to 
play  an  active  role  in  trying  to  adv- 
ance peace  efforts. 

In  the  Taba  talks,  a measure  of 
progress  was  achieved  on  minor 
issues  at  yesterday’s  session  in  Herz- 
liya.  But  there  was  no  breakthrough 
by  late  last  night  on  the  key  dispute 
over  the  phrasing  of  toe  “question” 
toe  arbitrators  will  be  asked  to 
answer.

Russian  general  pledges  support  for  Damascus 


Concern  over  new  Soviet 
land  missiles  for  Syria

Israel  is  carefully  following  re- 
ports that  Syria  is  about  to  re- 
ceive ultra-modern  long-range 
ground-to-ground  missiles  from 
the  Soviet  Union,  Premier  Peres 
said  yesterday. 

In  Damascus,  a senior  Soviet 
general  yesterday  pledged  sup- 
port for  Syria’s  "struggle  for  the 
liberation  of  the  occupied  terri- 
tories.” 

Chief  of  General  Staff  Rav-Aluf 
Moshe  Levy  meanwhile  strongly 
attacked  Syrian  designs,  saying  that 
Damascus  is  preparing  itself  militari- 
ly to  destroy  Israel.  He  specifically 
stressed  zbat  toe  Syrians  are  con- 
tinuing to  build  up  their  military 
infrastructure  in  Lebanon. 

Arab  newspapers  in  tbe  Persian 
Gulf  have  said  that  toe  Syrians 
would  get  USSR's  latest  MiG-29 
fighters  and  SS-23  long-range  mis- 
siles by  toe  end  of  the  year  to  replace 
its  SS-21  and  Scud  missiles. 

Syria  and  toe  USSR  are  bound  by 
a 20-year  treaty  signed  in  1980,  and 
Moscow  is  Damascus's  main  arms 
supplier.  The  expression  of  support 
for  Syria  came  from  visiting  Soviet 
Lt.-den.  Alesei  Lizitchev,  director 
of  the  political  department  of  the 
Soviet  Armed  Forces. 

Peres,  who  spoke  to  reporters 
while  on  a tour  of  the  north,  referred 
to  the  reports  of  the  Syrian  acquisi- 
tion of  toe  SS-23.  a highly  accurate 
missile  with  a 500km.  range,  making 
it  capable  of  hitting  targets  all  over 
Israel.  It  can  carry  a chemical  war- 
bead.  The  Scud  missile  has  a 300km. 
range. 

Peres  said  that  new  weapons  sys- 
tems are  constantly  being  introduced 
into  the  region,  and  the  IDF  seeks 
tbe  appropriate  responses.  “I  have 
no  doubt  that  the  IDF  can  defend 


Israel.  Each  new  type  of  weapon 
presents  a technical  problem  for 
which  the  IDF  can  find  the  solu- 
tion,” Peres  asserted. 

"Weapons  are  not  fired  by  them- 
selves. Someone  has  to  give  an 
order.  But  Israel  is  trying  to  find 
ways  to  reduce  current  tensions.” 

Levy  said  that  Syrian  troops  in  toe 
Beka'a  Valley  are  still  preparing  new 
fortifications.  He  spoke  with  repor- 
ters while  visiting  troops  in  South 
Lebanon. 

Levy  recalled  toe  Syrian  plan  io 
incorporate  Lebanon  as  a part  of  a 
Greater  Syria.  He  noted  that  recent 
criticism  of  Syria  by  political  figures 
abroad  bad  been  aimed  only  at  its 
role  in  promoting  terrorism. 

He  added  that  public  statements 
made  lately  by  leaders  in  both  Syria 
and  Israel  had  reduced  tensions 
somewhat.  Nevertheless,  he  stres- 
sed. Israel's  military  presence  in  toe 
area  is  aimed  at  preventing  sur- 
prises. 

He  said  that  Israel’s  gains  in  the 
security  zone  of  South  Lebanon  dur- 
ing the  past  year  were  “greater  than 
we  had  expected  at  first.”  He  said 
that  no  changes  were  expected  in  toe 
IDPs  approach  in  the  zone,  as  bug  as 
terror  from  Lebanon  is  still  a threat 

Both  toe  SS-23  and  MiG-29  are 


the  latest  Soviet  frontline  weapons 
and  have  only  recently  been  intro- 
duced into  service  in  the  USSR  it- 
self. 

The  first  of  a completely  new 
generation  of  fighters  to  be  acquired 
by  the  Soviet  Air  Force  in  early  1984, 
the  single-seat  MiG-29  is  a twin- 
engined  aircraft  comparable  in  size 
and  performance  to  the  U.S.  F-10. 
which  is  in  service  with  the  Israel  Air 
Force.  An  important  difference  is 
that  the  MiG  is  fitted  with  sophisti- 
cated radar  which  gives  it  all- 
weather  capability  against  low-fiving 
targets. 

The  SS-23  tactical  missile  is  re- 
ported to  be  the  successor  to  the 
widely  deployed  SS-1  Scud  system. 
The  Scud  is  gradually  being  replaced 
by  toe  SS-23  in  Soviet  service. 

Wolf  Blirzer  adds: 

U.S.  defence  analysts  yesterday 
u-ere  sceptical  about’  news  reports 
that  the  Soviet  Union  has  already 
started  to  deploy  SS-23  ground-to- 
ground  missiles  irt  Syria. 

They  noted  that  the  Soviet  Union 
only  began  deploying  the  missiles  in 
Soviet  militar)  units  last  year.

29's  could  be  expected  to  start  arriv- 
ing in  Syria  before  the  end  of  this 
year  - if  they  are  not  already  there.

Andreotti  ends  visit  after  meeting  Palestinians 


Italy  ‘more  sober 9 now  on  Arabs

Israeli  officials  yesterday  spoke  of 
Italian  Foreign  Minister  Gjulio 
Andreorti’s  visit  here  as  a symbol  of 
a change  in  Italian  attitudes  towards 
toe  Arabs. 

Andreotti  yesterday  flew  back  to 
Rome  after  the  three-day  visit, 
deemed  “highly  successful”  by 
sources  in  Jerusalem. 

The  officials  said  that  toe  decline 
in  Arab  power  and  influence  - large- 
ly due  to  the  sharp  drop  in  oil  prices 
and  to  tbe  sense  of  outrage  engen- 
dered by  terrorist  attacks  - has 
wrought  a change  in  Italian  thinking 
about  the  Middle  East  and  led  to  a 
“more  sober  view  of  toe  Arabs.” 

Andreotti,  perceived  as  pro- Arab 
and  a symbol  of  such  an  orientation, 
wants  to  change  his  image,  the  offi- 
cials said.  The  visit  to  Israel, inwhich 
Andreotti  was  accompanied,  signifi- 
cantly by  some  35  Italian  journalists, 
was  regarded  as  contributing  to  that 
change. 

The  whole  tenor  of  the  visit, 
according  to  Israeli  officials,  was  to 
stress  toe  good  relations  prevailing 
between  the  two  countries. 
Andreotti  “made  efforts  to  empha- 
size toe  points  of  agreement”  and 
avoided,  as  did  his  host.  Foreign 
Minister  Shamir,  areas  of  disagree- 
ment. 

Indeed,  Shamir  gave  his  officials

explicit  instructions  to  make 
Andreotti ’s  stay  as  pleasant  as  possi- 
ble, to  show  that  there  is  no  grudge 
against  him  in  Jerusalem. 

The  officials  pointed  out  that  in 
previous  meetings  between 
Andreotti  and  Israeli  leaders, 
Andreotti  was  wont  to  dwell  on  the 
need  to  solve  toe  Palestinian  prob- 
lem. During  this  visit,  however,  toe 
matter  received  very  cursory  treat- 
ment. 

Andreotti  instead  emphasized  the 
need  for  joint  efforts  against  interna- 
tional tenorism. 

Andreotti  also  met  with  Defence 
Minister  Rabin  in  tbe  Knesset,  and 
discussed  international  terror  and 
Syria’s  involvement  in  recent  terror 
activities. 

Palestinians  from  the  adminis- 
tered territories  met  yesterday  with 
Andreotti  and  urged  him  to  push  for 


an  expanded  European  role  in  Mid- 
dle East  peace  efforts. 

The  meeting  at  toe  Italian  consu- 
late in  Jerusalem  was  attended  by 
deposed  Gaza  mayor  Rasbad  Shaw- 
wa,  Al-Fajr  editor  Hanna  Siniora. 
deposed  Hebron  mayor  Mustafa 
Natshe  and  Gaza  lawyer  Fay ez  Abu 
Rahme.  Siniora  and  Abu  Rahme 
have  been  mentioned  as  members  of 
a proposed  Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation  to  peace  talks. 

“We  concentrated  on  the  import- 
ance of  a European  role  in  finding  a 
solution  according  to  the  EEC’s 
Venice  Declaration,  and  we  believe 
Italy  can  assist  in  this  matter.” 
Natashe  said  after  the  meeting. 

The  1980  EEC  declaration  called 
for  PLO  "association"  with  Middle 
East  peace  talks,  and  endorsed  tbe 
Palestinians’  right  to  self- 
determination.  Andreotti  and  Sha- 
mir reportedly  agreed  yesterday  the 
declaration  is  “inoperative,”  though 
toe  Palestinians  indicated  Andreotti 
still  supports  it. 

“We  know  that  Andreotti  is  an 
architect  of  toe  Venice  Declaration. 
What  was  discussed  in  Venice  should 
be  implemented,  and  not  remain  just 
words,”  said  Siniora. 

Andreotti  is  understood  to  believe 
that  the  PLO  is  the  representative  of 
toe  Palestinians  and  that  residents  of 
the  territories  have  no  special  poli- 
tical role  in  future  talks,  according  to 
the  Palestinian  participants.

' “He. has  a . lot  of  good  ideas.  But  he  doesn  t 
know  how  to  implement  thorn,  and  neither  do  I. 


With  the  defence  budget  at  our  disposal , what  can 
we do?” 

Rabin  said  he  held  a second  meeting  with  Wald 
and  then  asked  the  chief  of  general  staff  to  hold  a 
general  staff  discussion  on  tbe  report. 

“The  chief  of  general  staff  later  informed  me 
that  toe  general  staff  did  not  bold  tbe  discussion 
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mistake  was  that  I did  not  tell  toe  chief  of  general 
staff  to  find  a way  of  bolding  it,  nevertheless/’  he 
said.

But  the  responsible 
section  in  toe  IDF  has  all  his  proposals."  Rabin 
said. 

Rabin  said:  “Wald  calk  the  IDF  command 
echelons  ‘mediocre’.  I have  been  defence  minister 
for  18  months  and  I have  seen  many  officers.  They 
are  very  good  and  I admire  them  a great  deal. 
Look  what  harm  can  be  done  to  toe  IDF  when 
somebody  usurps  the  tight  to  decide  that  comman- 
ders are  'mediocre’.  I do  not  know  who  authorized 
Wald  to  classify  commanders  according  to  quality, 
when  it  comes  to  fighting  ability.” 


In  the  discussion  MKs  made  tbe  following 
points: 

Chairman  Abba  Eban:  "The  committee  cannot 
pass  judgement  on  the  Wald  report  before  it  is 
studied,  even  though  toe  general  staff  originally 
mishandled  the  material." 

Shevah  Weiss  (Alignment):  "Tbe  issue  should 


be  swept  under  the  carpet.  A Napoleon-type  like 
Wald  disturbs  me.” 

Eliahn  Ben-EDssar  (Likud):  “If  an  officer  like 
Wald  ought  to  go  before  a disripiinary  tribunal  for 
publidring  the  research  be  did.  the  necessary 
steps  should  be  taken  without  fearing  popular 
indignation.” 

Yosef  Sarid  (Gtizens  Rights  Movement):  "The 
IDF  did  not  draw  toe  necessary  conclusions  from 
the  Lebanon  war  fiasco.  Generals  who  were 
involved  in  Lebanon  are  still  in  their  jobs  today 
and  they  conduct  a mutual  bush-up  campaign. 
They  put  spokes  in  Wald’s  wheels.  I don’t  say  I 
accept  Wald’s  thesis,  but  it's  the  minister's  duty  to 
give  the  general  staff  a good  healthy  shake-up.” 

Eban  announced  that  a small  “discussion 
group”  would  be  formed  in  tbe  committee  to 
discuss  long  term  defence  policy,  as  Likud  MK 
Dan  Meridor  had  proposed  earlier  in  toe  month. 
Among  other  issues  ft  would  take  up  tbe  Wald 

report,  Eban  said. 

After  meeting  with  Eban  last  night  Wald  said: 
"I  tried  all  toe  possibilities  within  toe  army,  and  at 
toe  level  of  toe  minister  of  defence.  I am  aware  of 
toe  cost  of  damage  to  the  IDFs  image,  but  I think 
that  toe  cost  of  silence  and  of  the  next  war  mil  be 
higher.”

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Liberals  defend  Recanati’s  stand  against  Bejski  recommendations

The  refusal  of  Bank  Discount  Chairman  Rafael  Re- 
canatx  to  resign  his  post,  as  urged  by  the  Bejski  Commis- 
sion of  Inquiry  into  the  bank-shares  collapse,  has  become 
a political  issue,  with  senior  Liberal  Party  ministers 
openly  supporting  him. 

Justice  Minister  Yitzhak  Moda’i  expressed  strong 
doubts  about  the  chances  of  forcing  Recanati  to  comply 
with  the  commission’s  recommendations,  while  Science 
Minister  Gideon  Pact  attacked  the  commission  mem- 
bers, accusing  them  of  being  moved  by  '‘feelings  of 
revenge.” 

Meanwhile,  senior  government  sources  said  yester- 
day that  Bank  of  Israel  Governor  Moshe  Mandelbaum 
has  asked  senior  personalities  in  the  National  Religious 
Party  to  intercede  on  his  behalf  with  the  government,  so 
he  will  receive  a senior  official  appointment  after  his 
resignation.  Mandelbaum  is  due  to  resign  at  the  end  of 


this  month,  after  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the 
central  bank. 

The  sources  indicated  that  so  far  Mandelbaum's 
request  has  been  denied.  They  said  that  in  June  1985  a 
senior  cabinet  personality  had  suggested  that  Mandel- 
baum quit  his  post  “with  dignity,"  in  which  case  be 
would  have  been  appointed  to  a senior  position.  Mandel- 
baum declined  that  offer,  and  “now  it  is  too  late,”  they 
said. 

Speaking  yesterday  in  Haifa,  Patt  remarked  that  the 
Bejski  Commission  members  were  “inexperienced  men” 
who  had  not  got  to  the  roots  of  the  problem  they  bad 
examined.  He  added  that  the  recommendations  regard- 
ing the  capita]  market  were  not  worth  implementing.  He 
also  criticized  the  can  for  the  resignation  of  senior 
bankers,  and  defended  Recanati’s  refusal  to  comply  with 
it. 

Moda’i  said  yesterday  that  any  law  that  forces  Recana- 
ti to  resign  will  mean  the  virtual  nationalization  of  Bank 


Discount.  He  also  expressed  doubts  whether  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  Bank  of  Israel  is  empowered  to  force 
Recanati  to  resign.  The  Bejski  Commission  had  called  on 
the  governor  to  fire  foe  heads  of  foe  banks  within  30  days 
if  they  failed  to  resign  within  foe  fimt  30  days  following 
the  release  of  its  report,  or  foe  banks’  directors  did  not 
fire  them  within  another  30  days. 

Reacting  to  Moda’i’s  and  Part’s  criticisms,  Economics 
Minister  Gad  Ya’acobi  yesterday  urged  Finance  Minister 
Moshe  Nis&m  to  convene  foe  ministerial  committee  set 
up  to  discuss  foe  implementation  of  foe  Bejski  Commis- 
sion recommendations. 

Ya’acobi  said  foe  committee  should  discuss  the  way 
the  recommendations  have  been  implemented  by  the 
commercial  banks,  including  the  issue  of  “personal 
recommendations.''  Ya’acobi’s  request  was  seen  as  a 
sign  of  growing  dissatisfaction  among  Labour  Party 
members  at  Recanati';  attitude. 

Labour  MK  David  Liba'i,  chairman  of  the  Knesset 


State  Control  Committee,-  yesterday  said  he  would 
convene  foe  committee  today,  and  would  propose  that 
Recanati  be  invited  to  tell  the  committee  what  his  official 
position  is.

21  years  for  TA  rapist

TEL  AVTV.  - Yussef  Mahagna,  foe 
so-called  “North  Tel  Aviv  rapist,” 
was  sentenced  yesterday  at  the  Tel 
Aviv  District  Court  to  21  years  in 
prison  after  being  found  guilty  of 
three  rapes  and  eight  burglaries.  He 
was  cleared  of  two  otber  charges. 

After  Judge  Hannah  Evenor 
found  him  guilty,  Mahagna  swore  at 
her  and  attacked  Police  Inspector 
David  Miterani.  He  was  subdued 
and  carried  out  of  the  courtroom. 

Mahagna  was  brought  back  to 
court  to  hear  his  sentence. 

He  had  a black  eye.  “I’m  not 
guilty  of  foe  rape  charges,”  he  told 
reporters  later.  “I  simply  broke  into 
those  apartments.  The  public  and 
the  press  convicted  me  long  ago 
because  I am  an  Arab  and  harmed 
ray  family.  The  press  also  did  to  me 
injustice,  and  re  member.  I’m  prom- 
ising you,  there  will  be  more  rape 
after  I go  to  jail.” 

A few  of  foe  rape  victims  sat 
quietly  in  court  throughout  foe  trial. 


After  the  verdict,  one' of  them,  tears 
in  her  eyes,  approached  prosecuter 
Pnina  Dvorin  and  thanked  her  for 
her  efforts.  She  said:  “He  deserved 
what  he  got,  but  I still  feel  it  is  not 
enough.*' 

Mahagna  was  arrested  at  2:30 
a.m.  on  May  31, 1985,  after  trying  to 
break  into  an  apartment  on  Shderot 
Nordau. 

Mahagna,  32,  a resident  of  Umm 
al-Fahm  is  married,  and  the  father  of 
five  children.  He  terrorized  North 
Tel  Aviv  women  with  a series  of 
brutal  rapes.  His  victims  lived  alone 
in  one  specific  northern  neighbour- 
hood. TTie  rapes  of  which  he  was 
found  guilty  were  committed  in  July 
1984,  January  1985,  and  April  1985. 
In  all  cases,  the  victims  were 
threatened  with  a knife,  and  one  was 
robbed  of  a gold  chain  and  bracelet. 
Police  discovered  Mahagna  through 
fingerprints  he  left  in  foe  apartments 
and  on  foe  weapons. 

Mahagna’s  attorney,  told  The 
Jerusalem  Post  yesterday  that  he  had 
not  expected  such  a heavy  sentence. 


Kulas  to  present  racism  bill

Kulas  and  Doron  went  ahead  de- 
spite the  fact  that  their  party  chief, 
Justice  Minister  Moda’i,  requested 
more  time  to  study  foe  legislation 
and  called  for  its  return  to  the  Law 
Committee. 


Energy  Minister  Shahal,  who 
serves  as  one  of  the  ministers  in 
liaison  with  foe  Knesset,  quoted 
cabinet  decisions  permitting  coali- 
tion MKs  a free  vote  on  foe  anti- 
rarism  bill.  He  spoke  in  foe  Align- 
ment faction  caucus. 

Speaker  Shlomo  Hillel  said  foe  bill 
would  be  on  today’s  agenda  unless 
foe  government  formally  requests 
that  the  item  be  removed.  “I  shall 
call  on  Kulas  to  come  to  foe  rostrum 
and  present  the  legislation.  If  be  is 
not  there,  it  will  be  a disgrace.”

Six  West  Bank  Arabs  charged  with  murder  of  soldier 


NABLUS  (Itim).  - Six  West  Bank 
Arabs,  including  three  women  and  a 
doctor,  were  charged  yesterday  in 
connection  with  foe  kidnapping  and 
murder  of  soldier  David  Manos, 
whose  body  was  found  last  March 
after  be  had  been  missing  for  almost 
a year  and  a half. 

Manos'  remains  were  discovered 
in  a cave  near  the  village  of  Dir 
Balut.

They  were  ail  said  to  be  members  of 
foe  Fatah  wing  of  the  PLO. 

Those  accused  of  murder  are 
Taufuk  Ibrahim  Abdullah.  from-Dir 
Balut.  the  alleged  leader  and  orga- 
nizer of  the  group;  Mustafa  Mahmud 
Karush,  28.  from  Dir  Balut;  Lamia 
Maaruf  Abdullah,  22,  wife  of  the 
first  accused  and  Zahara  Said  Abu 


Hassan,  28.  Karusb's  sister-in-law. 

The  four  were  also  charged  with 
placing  bombs  at  Tel  Aviv  central 
bos  station  and  at  Beilinson  Hospit- 
al, Petah  Tikva,  in  1985.  The  bombs 
failed  to  explode.  They  were  further 
charged  with  membership  of  Fatah. 

One  of  foe  other  two  defendants. 
Tahsin  Yakoub  Hassan  Abdullah.

Eastonian  camp  head  next  in  line  for  deportation

Education  Minister  Navon  yester- 
day threatened  to  resign  if  the  Fi- 
nance Ministry  imposes  further  cuts 
in  school  hours.  He  also  rejected  out 
of  hand  a Treasury  request  that  he 
fire  thousands  of  additional 
teachers. 

“There  will  be  no  more  teachers 
fired,  no  more  hours  cut."  Navon 
promised  the  Knesset  Education 
Committee.  “Last  year  some  4.000 
teachers  were  fired  and  25.1X10  either 
had  their  hours  reduced  or  were 
transferred.  We  won't  do  such  a 
thing  again." 

The  government  had  proposed 
trimming  S50  million  from  tbe 
Education  Ministry  by  imposing  a 
“one-time"  emergency  levy  on  pa- 
rents of  schoolchildren  (yielding 
$27m.)  and  by  convincing  teachers 
to  give  up  hours  they  are  paid  for 
outside  of  the  classroom  (522m.). 


This  proposal,  however  has  run  into 
trouble. 

There  is  strong  opposition  in  the 
Knesset  to  the  emergency  levy,  and 
the  Histadnit  Teachers  Union  last 
w'eek  rejected  Prime  Minister 
Peres's  appeal  that  they  give  up 
hours.  TTie  Secondary  Teachers 
Association  agreed  to  a partial  de- 
ferral of  hours  they  have  been  prom- 
ised since  1983. 

Peres  is  to  meet  again  this  week 
with  the  unions  to  try  to  persuade 
them  to  accept  a defenal,  but  if  he 
fails,  said  Navon,  the  government 
will  have  to  look  elsewhere  to  find 
places  to  cut. 

“I  will  draw  personal  conclusions 
before  I allow  any  more  cuts,"  he 
said.

“I 
was  struck  on  my  head,  my  body.  my 
hands,  with  iron  bars  and  clubs,"  he 
said.  "They  were  like  lions  looking 
for  prey.” 

Several  other  members  of  his 
family  and  the  related  Najarian 
family  were  also  attacked.  Both 
families  have  long  been  ostracized 
by  the  Patriarchate,  according  to 
Abrahamian.

The  chairman,  Rehovot 
Mayor  Yehezkd  Harmelech,  called 
for  a vote  by  a show  of  hands  and 
announced  that  foe  proposal  was 
passed  by  199  to  175.  That  only 
fanned  the  flames.  Delegates 
shouted:  “shame  on  you,"  “tbe  re- 
sults are  rigged."  and  “this  is 
fraud." 

Harmelech  shouted  that  Yitzhakl 
is  a political  hitch-hiker.  “We  wBl 
not  allow  his  sort  to  get  control  ofthe 
party.” 

It  was  later  decided  that  the  party 
council  and  not  the  convention  would 
elect  the  executive.  • • 

During  foe  uproar,  Lahat  engaged 
in  a shouting  match  with  Yitzhaki’s 
supporters.  He  told  one  of  them;

ernments wanted  to  send  experts, 
not  ambassadors,  to  the  area  and 
wanted  the  experts  to  visit  the  plant 
itself,  not  just  Kiev. 

For  the  sixth  day,  there  was  no 
update  on  the  Chernobyl  casualty 
toll,  which  an  American  doctor  who 
helped  treat  the  worst  radiation 
cases  has  said  was  13  dead,  with  24  in 
grave  condition. 

The  last  official  report  on  casual- 
ties came  last  Wednesday  in  a speech 
by  Soviet  leader  Mikhail  Gor- 
bachev. who  said  nine  people  were 
dead  and  299  hospitalized. 

Many  of  the  nationally  circulating 
newspapers  carried  lengthy  stones 
on  Chernobyl  yesterday,  focusing  on 
various  aspects  of  the  cleanup  opera- 
tion but  offering  no  detailed  update 
on  efforts  to  cover  the  ruined  no.  4 
reactor  with  concrete.

47  to  57).  The  Socialists  bad:  the 
renunciation  of  atomic  energy. 

Should  the  Qmstira-Democrat- 
Liberal  coalition  not  gain  a majority, ; 
a Christian-Democrat-Socialist' 
coalition  is  possible,  despite  impor- 
tant differences  between  the  parties 
on  the  most  important  issues. 

They  disagree  on  the  installation . 
of  American  Cruise  missiles  on 
Dutch  soil  and  over  social  and  eco- 
nomic  policies.  Despite  a favourable 
economic  situation  the  government 
has  not  succeeded  in  its  battle. 


‘Pravda’  scores  Soviet  TV 


for  poor  coverage  of  West 


MOSCOW  (Reuter).  - Soviet  state 
television  came  under  official  critic- 
ism yesterday  for  its  news  coverage, 
including  complaints  that  its  report- 
ing of  the  West  is  negative  and  dun. 

A commentary  in  the  Communist 
Party  newspaper  Pravda  said  domes- 
tic reporting  was  superficial  and  con- 
tained too  many  apparently  re- 
hearsed interviews. 

The  article  concentrated  on 
"Vremya”  (Time),  foe  main  even- 
ing news  bulletin  which  television 
officials  say  has  a daily  audience  of 

100  million. 

Commentator  Dmitry  Lyubosve- 
tov  praised  the  programme,  shown 
on  all  channels,  as  having  become 
more  effective  recently. 

He  gave  the  example  of  the  Cher- 
nobyl nuclear  accident,  which  has 
featured  prominently  on  Vremya  ev- 
ery day  for  two  weeks,  but  he  said 
that  judging  by  readers'  letters  to 
Pravda  viewers  were  dissatisfied. 

“Information  about  the  capitalist 
world  is  monotonous.  Journalistic 


cliches  migrate  from  -broadcast  to. 
broadcast,"  Lyubosvetov  con- 
tinued. 

“They  show  mainly  meetings,  de- 
monstrations and  protests.  They 
rarely  tell  about  the  achievements  of 
science  and  technology,  about  what 
effect  these  have  on  the  ordinary 
worker  in  (he  conditions  of  capital- 


Soviet  television,  like  the  test  of 
the  state  media,  virtually  never  port- 
rays the  West  in  a positive  fight 
Reports  concentrate  on  unemploy- 
ment, crime  and  political  opposi- 
tion. 


Lyubosvetov  said  correspondents 
were  usually  seen  against  a hack-, 
ground  of  “passing  limousines,  shin- 
ing shop-windows  and  advertise- 
ments,” reading  out  extracts  of  local 
press  comment 

The  commentary  complained  that 
some  domestic  reporting  was  not  full 
or  objective  enough  and  gave  a poor 
view  of  reality. 


Tamil  resistance  forces 
Sri  Lanka  to  halt  action 


COLOMBO  (AP).-Tbe  Sri  Lanka 
army  temporarily  suspended  a major 
anti-guerrilla  sweep  yesterday  as 
some  beleaguered  troops  retreated 
because  of  heavy  firing  by  Tamil 
separatists  and  the  danger  of  high 
civilian  casualties.  . :r 

The  Defence  Ministry  denied  re- 
ports by  the  Indian  government  and 
Tamil  militants  that  Jaffna's  hospital 
was  destroyed  in  a bombing  raid  on 
Monday  and  that  dozens  of  civilians 
died  and  hundreds  of  others  were 
wounded. 

The  ministry  said  at  least  six  Tamil 
“terrorists"  were  confirmed  killed  in 
the  bombing  of  northernmost  Jaffna 
city,  but  said  more  were  believed 
lolled  or  injured. 

That  raised  the  official  death  toll 


in  the  three-day  operation  to  28^-25 
“terrorists,”  _two.  soldiers  and  one 
civilian.  Reliable  reports  from  Jaff- 
na, however,  indicated  that  the  toll 
was  closer  to  50,  mostly  dvflians  or 
rebels.

The  committee  cited  the  absence 
of  facilities  for  rabbinical  training, 
and  noted  that  apart  from  the  pro- 
duction of  a calendar,  no  Jewish 
religious  literature  is  now  being  pub- 
lished. Tbe  last  edition  of  a prayer- 
book  was  printed  in  1956,  and  even 
that  in  only  3,000  copies. 

Turning  to  the  problem  of  emigra- 
tion, the  committee  noted  that  since 
1968  some  650,000  Soviet  Jews  had 
been  invited  to  leave  tbe  USSR  and 
about  260,000  had  emigrated,  most- 
ly to  Israel.  A further  380,000  Jews 
remained  who  had  been  formally 
invited  but  had  so  far  “been  unable 
to  leave."  They,  the  committee  said, 
represented  “10  per  cent  of  the  total 
estimated  Jewish  population  of  the1 
Soviet  Union  whether  registered  or 
not.” 

Although  the  Helsinki  Final  Act 
envisages  occasions  when  applica- 
tions might  be  refused  on  grounds  of 
state  security,  the  Soviet  authorities 
appeared  prepared  to  use  this  justi- 
fication even  in  the  case  of  those 
whose  last  access  to  sensitive  in- 
formation was  several  years  ago  and 
whose  last  military  service  was  dur- 
ing World  War  H.

the  government.  Nothing  about  this 
was  mentioned  in  the  agreement  it 
signed  with  the  factory  s owners. 
Later  the  venture  simply  refused  to 
pav  the  fee,  which  amounted  to 
SILW.OOO.  thus  preventing  the  trans- 
fer of  the  lease  to  the  government. 
Only  in  early  1986  did  the  govern- 
ment occupy  the  buildings,  without, 
however,  having  got  a transfer  of  tne 
lease.  The  fee  still  remains  to  be 
paid- 

in  1980.  the  venture  failed,  ending 
operations  and  firing  its  workers. 
The  government  could  have  acted  to 
eet  a court-appointed  receiver  and 
press  for  a fulfilment  of  the  com- 
pany's obligations.  Instead,  the 
accountant-general  and  the  Ministry 
of  Industry  and  Trade  decided  to 
waive  the  government’s  claims  over 
the  companv  in  return  for  the  land 
and  buildings.  The  accountant- 
general  explained  that  appointing  a 
receiver  would  be  a lengthy  process, 
and  the  aovernmem  wanted  the 
buildings  and  land  to  be  put  to  use  as 
soon  as  possible  to  prevent  unem- 
ployment in  the  development  town. 

The  government's  strategy, 
however!  did  not  prove  to  be  a quick 
solution  to  finding  new  investors  for 
the  factory.  It  took  three  years  for 
officials  to  work  out  an  agreement 
with  new  investors  to  take  over  the 
buildings  and  property,  and  nearly 
another  year  for  the  agreement  to 


win  court  approval.  It  wMrt 
1984,  that  the  property  and  buildings 
were  transferred  to  the  new  owners- 
In  the  end,  however,  they  failed  to 
get  the  factory  re-opened. 

In  the  meantime,  the  government 
spent  some  $6  million  under  the 
accord  the  Industry  Ministry  had 
signed  with  the  plant’s  original  own- 
ers. The  government  ended  up 
paying  the  venture’s  debts  to  the  tax 
authorities,  as  well  as  the  loans  that 
the  venture  had  received  from  the 
Industrial  Bank.  The  government 
also  waived  any  claims  it  had  against 
the  venture. 

In  addition,  contrary  to  its  prom- 
ises. the  original  venture's  owners 
failed;  to  repay  their  debts  to  the  local 
authority,  which  also  prevented  the 
government  of  getting  hold  of  the 
firm's  assets  earlier.  Thus,  what  had 
begun  as  an  effort  to  save  time, 
resulted  in  a costly  and  lengthy  proc- 
edure which  failed  to  fulfil  the  gov- 
ernment's objectives. 

The  accountant-general’s  gener- 
osity has  not  been  limited  to  private 
companies.  Settlers  in  rural  areas 
and  the  administered  territories 
have  also  enjoyed  large  benefits  over 
the  veais,  stemming  from  the  gov- 
ernment's lack  of  oversight  over  the 
taxpayers' money. 

Starting  in  1961,  the  Housing 

Ministry  began  transferring  to  the 

Jewish  Agency  and  the  World  Zion- 


ist Organization  the  houses  and 
roads  u constructed  in  new  rural 
settlements. 

Until  1978  the  accountant-general 
used  to  register  in  its  books  a debt 
incurred  by  the  agency  and  the  WZO 
for  such  transfers.  It  was  a non* 
linked  debt,  which  was  rapidly  wiped 
out  by  inflation.  The  agency  and  me 
WZO,  in  turn,  transferred  the  build- 
ings to  settlers  after  the  latter  signed 
contracts  with  these  two  bodies.  The 
payment  contracts  were  then  trans- 
ferred to  the  accountant-general. 
From  the  point  of  view  of  the  Jewish 
Agency  and  the  WZO  this  was  tanta- 
mount  to  payment  of  their  debt. 

From  1978,  however,  the  system 
was  changed.  The  Housing  Ministry 
stopped  transferring  ownership  of 
the  new  buildings  to  the  agency  and 
the  WZO,  which  instead  acted  as 
trustees  of  the  properties  for  the 


government.  But  even  then  there 
were  large  losses  to  the  government 
because  the  Housing  Ministry  did 
not  inform  the  accountant-general 
about  the  cost  of  new  houses.  Neith- : 
er  did  it  inform  it  about  the  state  of 
the  accounts  of  the  WZO  and  the  ■ 
Jewish  Agency. 

Moreover,  according  to  the  new 
system  the  settlers  were  supposed  to  j 
be  charged  with  usage  fees  for  the  , 
houses  and  buildings  in  their  settle- 
ments. But  these  fees  were  only 
imposed  starting  in  1984.  Thus  for 
six  years  settlers,  mostly  in  the  occu- 
pied territories,  got  hold  of  free 
housing  services. 

It  should  be  stressed  that  neither 
the  benefits  securing  from  die  debts 
being  wiped  out  -by  inflation,  and 
those  from  the  lack  of  payment  be- 
tween 1978  and  1984  appeared  in  the 
government  budget.  Thus,  large 

sums  of  money  were  effectively 
transferred  to  the  settlers  without 
the  approval  of  the  government  or 
fire  Knesset  Finance  Committee.  -

Workers  in  each  sec- 
tor face  different  problems  that  de- 
mand separate  solutions,  said  Trade 
Union  Department  Chairman  Haim 
Haberfdd. 

The  negotiations  are  expected  to

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curtail  production  and  suffer  a furth- 
er loss  in  income. 

This  setback  comes  after  a year  in 
which  the  glut  of  many  agricultural 
products  in  world  markets  had 
brought  many  Israeli  farmers  to  the 
breaking  point,  Nehamkin  said. 

He  said  that  even  though  Israeli 
farmers  were  efficient,  having  in- 
creased their  annual  productivity 
even  in  the  most  difficult  years,  they 
most  now  compete  with  heavily- 
subsidized  French,  German,  and 
American  agriculture.

ELA  to  give  away  land  for  housing

TEL  AVIV.  - The  Israel  Lands 
Authority  yesterday  approved  a 
proposal  to  give  ILA  properties 
away  free  of  charge  in  13  develop- 
ment towns  for  the  use  of  private 
homes. 

The  proposal  also  substantially  re- 
duces the  fee  charged  to  investors  by 
buying  land  in  these  towns  for  com- 
mercial or  industrial  purposes. 

Until  now  residents  were  required 
to  pay  80  per  cent  of  the  land's  value, 
while  investors  that  wanted  to  use 
the  property  to  build  industrial 
plants  or  commercial  buildings  were 


required  to  pay  91  per  cent  of  the 
land's  value.  Under  the  proposal 
approved  by  the  ILA,  they  will  now 
only  have  to  pay  20  per  cent. 

The  towns  inducted  in  the  propos- 
al are  Dimona.  Yeraham,  Beit 
Shean.  Mitzpe  Rixnon,  Hatzor  Hag- 
lilit.  Sbechunat  Ein  Sarah.  Bnei 
Yehuda,  Hispin,  MetuQah.  Ma'alot. 
Kiryat  Shmona,  Katzrin  and  Shelo- 
mi,  as  well  as  the  Druse  village  of 
Horfesh.

their  orchards  or  plants  wilt,"  a

A spot  check  conducted  by  The  > 
Post  found  that  farmers  were  aware 
bow  serious  the  situation  is,  and 
were  cutting  back  on  their  summer 
planting. 

On  the  average  about  25  per  cent  | 
less  cotton  was  planted  this  spring, 
because  of  both  the  water  shortage 
and  the  record  low  prices  for  cotton 
in  world  markets.

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The  real  Liberals 


UNDAUNTED  bv  public  opinion  polls  which  grant  them  at 
the  most  two  seats’  in  the  next  Knesset  if  elections  were  held 
now  Liberals  anathematized  by  their  party's  slow  but  inexor- 
able digestion  bv  Herut.  have  now  set  up  their  own  separate 
political  organization.  It  is  to  be  known  as  the  Liberal  Centre 


Party. 


The  centre  is  where  roughly  between  one  quarter  and  one 
third  of  all  Israelis  place  themselves  politically.  Over  the  years 
efforts  have  been  made  to  get  this  huge  potential  constituency 
to  vote,  at  least  a large  number  of  them,  for  a genuine  centre 
party  that  would  strike  a balance  between  the  left,  now  the 
Alignment,  and  the  right,  now  the  Likud.  The  only  nearly 
successful  such  attempt,  by  the  DMC,  which  won  no  less  than 
16  seats  in  parliament,  ended  in  abject  failure,  indeed  in 
dismantlement  and  dissolution,  soon  after  its  achievement  in 
1977. 

The  founders  of  the  new  Liberal  Centre,  with  Tel  Aviv's 
mavor.  Shlomo  Lahat.  at  their  head,  would  be  foolish  to  expect 
to  attract  to  their  bosom  the  DMC's  erstwhile  voters.  They 
should  be  even  more  careful  not  to  allow  johnny-corae-Iately 
careerists  from  hopping  on  their  bandwagon,  taking  it  over  and 
turning  it  to  their  advantage.  Which  is  what  veiy  nearly 
happened  at  their  founding  convention  this  week. 

The  new  party  has  something  special  to  offer:  a programme 
which,  while  focusing  on  the  rights  of  private  enterprise, 
combines  opposition  to  religious  coercion  with  readiness  to 
trade  territory  for  peace  with  Israel's  neighbours.  It  is  perhaps 
not  so  much  a liberal  as  a conservative  programme , but  it  shows 
the  official  Liberals  for  the  reactionaries  they  are. 

A liaison  with  Shinui,  the  DMCs  one  living  remnant,  might 
be  an  option  for  the  new  Liberals,  the  latter  day  transmogrifica- 
tion of  the  long-lost  General  Zionists  “A”.  But,  apart  from  a 
certain  incomparibilirv  berween  the  leaders  of  the  two  parries, 
they  might  easily,  if  joined  together,  split  into  a right  and  a left. 

The  best  advice  to  the  Liberal  Centre  Party,  then,  is  to  try  to 
draw  such  support  as  it  can  from  within  the  more  moderate 
ranks  of  the  Likud.  That  would  be  its  best  gift  to  the  country. 


Not  a teacup 


THE  KNESSET  Foreign  Affairs  and  Defence  Committee 
yesterday  set  up  a "discussion  group"  to  study  the  much 
advertised  but  still  almost  unread  - because  classified  - Wald 
Report  on  the  IDF's  present  war-making  capability.  This  is  to 
be  done  in  the  context  of  a review  of  the  country's  long-range 
defence  policy. 

What  is  surely  no  less  important,  however,  is  that  the  general 
staff  itself  should,  as  reportedly  instructed  by  the  defence 
minister,  take  a close  look  at  the  storm-provoking  report,  and 
see  what  conclusions  deserve  to  be  drawn  from  it. 

Although  rumours  about  it  have  been  circulating  for  some 
time  now.  and  even  getting  into  print,  not  least  at  the 
instigation  of  the  author  himself,  public  interest  in  the  report 
was  largely  aroused  by  a television  news  account  last  Friday 


night.  This  reflected  the  contention  of  systems  analyst  Dr. 

»,  that  the 


Emanuel  Wald,  now*  an  aluf-mishne  in  reserves, 
four-volume  report  he  had  done  for  Rav-Aluf  Moshe  Levy;  at 
his  behest,  had  been  deliberately  shunted  aside  by  the  high 
command,  because  its  critique  of  the  IDF  had  been  found  too 
harsh  to  their  taste. 

The  high  command  was  not  slow  in  countering  the  charge  by 
suggesting  that  Dr.  Wald,  an  academic  staff  officer  with  no  field 
experience,  and  with  a tenuous  hold  on  the  realities  of  military 
leadership,  had  sought  to  dictate  to  the  chief  of  general  staff  the 
precise  manner  in  which  his  700-page  study  should  be  taken  up. 
That,  it  must  be  said,  was  indeed  unacceptable. 

Yet  it  is  a pity  that  the  debate  has  thus  become  personalized. 
For  what  is,  or  should  be,  of  public  interest  is  only  the  cogency 
and  relevance  of  the  critique  itself. 

That  cannot  be  judiciously  assessed  by  anyone  who  is  not 
intimately  familiar  with  the  document,  and  the  army.  But  it  is 
also  the  case  that  some  of  Dr.  Wald’s  major  strictures  have 
been  aired  by  more  than  one  military  commentator  before  him, 
even  if  not  with  the  same  wealth  of  detail  and  so  systematically. 
Certainly  the  complaint  is  not  new  that  the  IDF,  once 
renowned  as  a quick  and  sly  fox.  has  lately  been  turned  into  a 
cumbersome  high-tech  Juggernaut  capable  of  producing  mas- 
ses of  firepower  but  not  able  to  maneuver  and  improvise.  It  has 
unwisely  junked  the  hallowed  indirect  approach  for  the  waste- 
ful direct  approach  to  war. 

Dr.  Wald,  however,  is  reported  to  go  a little  further.  Today's 
IDF,  he  says,  is  to  be  judged  not  by  the  standards  of  excellence 
exhibited  in  the  Six  Day  War,  and  later  at  Entebbe  and  over 
Ossirak.  but  by  its  quite  different  performance,  in  Lebanon  in 
1982.  This  be  claims  is  the  direct  result  of  the  failure  to  draw  and 
assimilate  the  lessons  of  its  post-1967  war  experience,  and  from 
the  steady  mediocritization  of  its  increasingly  self-satisfied 
officer  corps. 

That  the  military  command  would  not  take  such  accusations 
lying  down  could  have  been  expected.  There  is  also  evidence 
that  Wald's  accusations  may  be  grossly  exaggerated,  and  that  at 
least  some  of  the  recommendations  which  flow  from  them  are 
simply  unimplementable. 

But  they  cannot  be  dismissed  without  the  most  searching 
examination.  Such  examination  could  come  up  with  the 
discovery  that,  however  visionary  Dr.  Wald’s  suggested  cure 
may  be,  his  diagnosis  is,  even  if  partly,  rooted  in  fact.  For  the 
sake  of  national  morale  alone  the  high  command,  and  not  only 
the  iGiesset,  must  demonstrate  that  it  is  not  impervious  to 
criticism  and  that  it  is  willing  to  undertake  necessary  reform, 
however  difficult  that  may  be  in  the  short  run. 

After  all,  the  nation's  very  survival  may  depend  on  it.

THE  WALD  AFFAIR  that  fur  the 
headlines  this  week  was  a case  of 
over-statement,  over-exposure  and 
over-reaction. 

The  essential  findings  of  Aluf- 
Mishne  (res.)  Emanuel  Wald  on  the 
long-range  state  of  preparedness  of 
the  Israel  Defence  Forces  were  pub- 
lished in  the  media  months  ago,  as 
were  his  charges  that  the  chief  of 
general  staff  had  ignored  those  find- 
ings. The  matter  was  virtually 
ignored  by  the  general  public  at  the 
time,  as  it  was  by  three  members  of 
the  Knesser  Foreign  Affairs  and  De- 
fence Committee  who,  at  Wald's 
request,  read  parts  of  his  work  and 
heard  his  complaints  against  the 
army.

THE  OVERALL  impression  left  by 
Israel  TV  and  the  initial  follow-up 
reports  was  that  Wald,  bead  of  long- 
range  planning  at  the  IDF's  Planning 
Branch,  had  discovered  the  real 
state  of  affaire  and  that  the  IDF 
senior  command,  in  order  to  protect 
itself,  was  prepared  to  sacrifice  a 
talented  officer  whose  only  fault  was 
that  he  had  dared  speak  the  truth. 

Now.  after  the  defence  establish- 
ment has  had  a chance  to  explain 
itself  - something  it  was  denied  on 
television  on  Friday  night  - the  story  ■ 
appears  somewhat  different. 

Wald,  all  admit,  was  a genius  who 
had  prepared  a serious  four- volume 
work  on  the  IDF's  long-range  capa- 
bilities and  found  serious  shortcom- 
ings. What  was  not  true,  the  army 
claimed,  was  that  these  had  been 
swept  under  the  carpet.  Wald's  re- 
port. they  said,  had  been  presented 
to  the  chief  of  general  staff  and  the 
defence  minister;  had  been  passed 
on  to  a Aluf  (Major-General  in  the 
General  Staff)  with  both  academic 
and  military  qualifications,  for  com- 
ment; and  had  been  handed  back  to 
chief  of  general  staff  Rav-Aluf  Levy, 
with  a recommendation  that  the 
work  be  disc  used  by  the  entire 
general  staff,  and  that  four  hours  be 
appropriated  for  the  discussion. 

Rav-Aluf  Levy  added  his  proviso 


that  before  such  a discussion,  the 
report  must  be  submitted  to  the 
defence  establishment's  chief 
accounting  official  for  a cost  analy- 
sis. This,  he  apparently  felt,  would 
allow  for  a more  practical  considera- 
tion of  Wald's  foldings  and  recom- 
mendations. 

Wald,  according  to  the  army,  re- 
fused to  submit  his  work  for  cost 
analysis,  and  refused  to  agree  to  a 
four-hour  session,  further  claiming 
that  the  one  hour  of  the  four  allotted 
to  him  for  presentation  of  his  work 
was  not  enough. 

The  CGS  accordingly  sent  the  re- 
port to  the  deputy  CGS  and  the  head 
of  military  planning,  who  were  joint- 
ly responsible  for  preparing  the 
tDFs  order  of  battle  for  the  next  five 
years.  They  were  instructed  to  in- 
clude all  the  relevant  findings  and 
data  from  Wald's  report  in  the  plan 
they  were  due  to  present  shortly.

Add  to  this  that  at  the  time,  his 
report  was  being  sent  from  one  con- 
fidant of  the  CGS  to  the  next,  Wald 
came  under  investigation  by  tbe 
General  Security  Services,  the  Shin 
Bet,  on  charges  of  alleged  spying 
(charges  of  which  he  was  later 
cleared)  and  one  can  begin  to  under- 
stand why  he  felt-he  was  being  perse- ; 
cuted. 

But  it  is  possible  that  what  Wald 
perceived  as  pereecution  and  an 
effort  to  limit  the  impact  of  his 
report,  was  in  fact  reasonable  proce- 
dure. It  is  now  known  that  many  of 
Wald's  recommendations  are  simply 
not  practicable,  making  Levy’s  deci- 
sion to  Bret  submit  it  for  economic 
examination  an  understandable  one. 
Given  Wald's  total  lack  of  field  ex- 
perience, his  background  being  an 
academic  one,  the  decision  to  allow  a 
combat  officer,  who  may  not  be 
formally  the  correct  address,  but 
who  has  the  CGS's  professional  re- 
spect and  personal  trust,  to  be  the 
first  to  read  the  report,  also  makes 
sense.  The  explanation  given  for  not 
submitting  the  study  to  the  general 
staff  prior  to  the  debate  is  that  this 
was  to  prevent  selective  leaks  - and 
the  general  staff  is  notoriously  leaky .

IF  THE  ARMY’S  version  of  events 
- supported,  incidentally,  by  docu- 
mentation covering  each  stage  of  the 
process  - is  accurate,  Wald’s  charge 
that  his  report  was  ignored  and 
swept  under  the  carpet  hardly  holds.

THERE  REMAINS  the  question  of 
the  investigation  launched  against 
Wald  last  year  at  precisely  the  time 
he  had  gone  over  the  CGS’s  head 
and  approached  Defence  Minister 
Rabin  with  his  findings. 

On  at  least  three  occasions,  Wald 
was  found  photocopying  documents 
from  the  private  safe  of  the  head  of 
the  military  planning  section  very 
late  at  night  or  in  the  early  hoars  of 
the  morning.

Sir.  - Your  story  about  Sgt.  Cohen 
and  the  King  of  Lampedusa  (April 
17)  brought  to  ray  mind  another  Sgt. 
Cohen  who  was  cheered,  about  the 
same  time,  by  the  staff  of  tne  Bureau 
of  Applied  Social  Research  at  Col- 
umbia University. 

We  were  then  conducting  a study 
of  racial  prejudice  and  racial 
stereotypy  in  American  comics.  Af- 
ter a careful  content  analysis  of  diffe- 
rent comics,  including  the  most 
popular  Superman,  I went  to  the 
offices  of  Superman  publications  to 
elicit  their  comments  on  the  rather 
gross  stereotypy  of  their  heroes  and 
villains,  as  well  as  the  glaring  abs- 
ence of  Jewish  names  in  their  war 
stories. 


My  questions  about  Chinese  vil- 
lains were  simply  brushed  off,  but 
when  I asked:  How  come  there  is  not 
a single  war  hero  with  a Jewish 
name?”tbe  spokesman  grinned  dis- 
armingly and  said;  “Now;  honestly, 
can  you  imagine  a hero  named 
Cohen?” 

Well,  as  it  happened,  a few  days 
later,  the  newspapers  reported  a 
story  about  a Sgt.  Cohen  who  dis- 
tinguished himself  by  great  bravery 
under  fire  during  the  capture  of  a 
Japanese-occupied  island  in  the 
Pacific.  Our  retort  to  Superman 
spokesman’s  question  - ‘'Yes,  we 
can!”  - was  backed  by  Sgt.  Cohen  s 
name  when  the  report  on  our  study 
was  published.

Sir,  - We  would  like  all  U.S. 
citizens  in  Israel  to  know  that  finally, 
the  Congress  has  recently  intro- 
duced legislation  that,  if  passed, 
would  provide  for  a federal  write-in 
ballot  for  all  U.S.  voters  overseas,  as 
a back-up,  in  the  event  their  locally 
requested  absentee  ballot  does  not 
reach  them  within  a reasonable  time 
before  all  federal  elections. 


The  new  measure,  (H.R.^393, 
Overseas  Citizens  Absentee  Voting 
Act)  was  introduced  by  Congress- 
man AI  Swift  (D.  Wash.)  and  is 
co-sponsored  by  several  Democratic 
and  Republican  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

In  practice,  this  bill  would  assist 
American  voters  in  Israel  greatly, 
since  in  past  federal  elections, 
thousands  were  disenfrachised,  be- 
cause their  requested  absentee  bal-

lot  either  came  too  late  from  their 
local  boards  of  election,  or  not  at  all. 
With  this  new  bill,  should  the  re- 
quested absentee  ballot  not  arrive 
within  21  days  of  the  election,  the 
overseas  voter  may  go  to  his  nearest 
U.S.  consulate  and  request  a feder- 
ally printed  write-in  ballot,  vote  on 
tne  premise  and  have  it  mailed  to  his 
local  election  board  via  the  APO 
pouch. 

We  urge  all  Americans  in  Israel  to 
help  in  the  quick  passage  of  this  vital 
legislation  by  writing  now  in  support 
of  this  bill  to  Congressman  Swift  and 
to  your  own  Congressman/Senator, 
at  U.S.  House  Office  Bldg,  (or  U.S. 
Senate  Office  Bldg.),  Washington 
D.C.  (the  zip  for  the  House  is  20515. 
(for  the  Senate,  20510).
